R.1 Wildlife Mitigation Noise Levels 

The following wildlife mitigation measures will be 
considered for production facilities and heavy 
equipment. 

1.	 For all areas in the Monument, no more than 49 
decibels (dB) at 300 feet from all production 
equipment (BLM 2003c). 

2.	 Restrict noise levels from production facilities to 49 
dB (10 dB above background noise at the lek). 
(Management Plan and Conservation Strategies for 
Sage Grouse in Montana – Final 2005) 

3. 	 Restrict use of heavy equipment that exceeds 49 dB 
within 2 miles of a lek from 4 a.m. – 8 a.m. and 
7 p.m. – 10 p.m. during March 1 – June 15 
(Management Plan and Conservation Strategies for 
Sage Grouse in Montana – Final 2005). 

4.	 Noise restriction during drilling/construction would 
only be limited as per guidelines for sage grouse in 
the Management Plan and Conservation Strategies 
for Sage Grouse in Montana – Final 2005.
